U±m. of econoaic control, the major purpose apparently la to increase the 


effective's# of central planning and control over the ssajor aspects of 
economic activity while transferring respotobliity for operational 


activities and the more detailed and ^mtltative aspects of planning to 
regional economic uoi ts. The Economic Council (newly established in. April 
1957} and siost of the economic ministries have been abolished and their 
aajo r control functions transferred to the State flaming Commission. 


There are two main lines of subordination extending dam from the State 
plgnnlag C-cesaiasiam ~ one through the Association of Industrial laterprisea 
(Vereinigungen Volkseiaemn Betriebe * WS) to the mjo r industrial enter- 
prises and the other through the fifteen regional (Bexlrk) economic 
councils ( Wirtscimftsmete } and their subsidiary district (Krels) planning 
cmmtmlom {t m to tvcsaty-five in each region) to the enterprises 
subordinate to the regioias and districts.

1. Export Coaaalttees 

in the earlier period following the reorganisation, coordina- 
tion between. foreign trade and production activities on the operating level® 
appeared to he mainly the responsibility of the Export Cowittees (Export - 
ausschuesse). These coauittees, in addition to their advisory functions, 
as a me & the responsibility for assuring cooperation in production with 
respect to the fulfillment of trade obligations and for orienting export 
enterprises more alone the lines of desired «s©hasis for trade purposes, 
.acjjort committees were formed in the WB 3 with a membership consisting of 
the sales manager or the individual in charge of exports of the VYBj the 
representatives of general managers of the foreign trade enterprises 
concerned; - plant managers or manager® of the export departments of the 
most important export enterprise® j and functionaries of the trade unions 
and other organisations . Membership of the export committees formed under 
the economic councils of the Besirk consists of a member of the economic 
council of the Bezirk competent oa questions pertaining to exports; repre- 
sentative* of appropriate foreign trade enterprises by agreement with the 
department for the local ecaocray of the Sain Department for Flaming. of the 
Ministry for Foreign sad Interzonal Trade; directors of the special organs 
for handicrafts, of private industry, and of local ecoaaay of the economic 
council of the Bezirk; directors of the subcommittees (for individual 
economic branches) of the export committee! representatives of Bezirk - 
directed or local people-owned enterprises; owners of Joint state-private 
enterprises or their authorised agents; representatives of artisan coopera- 
tives; owners of individual artisan enterprises; and functionaries of trade 
unions and other oryaaiaatlona . 


2. Branch OfflceB of the Ministry 

At its aeeting on 6 August 1953, however, the aanageaent of the 
Ministry for Foreign end Interzonal Trade resolved that, in view of the 
greatly enlarged tacks In the foreign trade field transferred to the local 
government organa under the January 1958 reorganization law,* it was necessary

II. Organisational Structure of Foreign Trade 

Although foreign trade has been. In large part, a state monopoly since 
ft© formation of the German Cenocratic Bepftlic in 1<&9, only by a l*w of 
January 1998 wa» the- foreign trade monopoly given, formal legal recognition. 
According to this ordinance all aspects of foreign trade, its 

financial planning and execution, are directly controlled by the state. 

Some export contracts with partners in the capitalist world tmy continue 
to be negotiated by East German organisations other tlma state foreign trade 
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enterprises, provided pwadsaloa is obtained free. the Minister for Foreign 
ami Interzonal Trades ail Import contracts, tower, continue to be bandied 
solely through the state trade enterprise*; . 

Although no table of organisation ia available, a breeh&xro off the 
goveraseat or®snisation;s involved, and a swxisry off their functions follow. 

There is no indication that this pattern has been cubat&ntially altered as 
a result off the eccnotaic reorganisation outlined above. 

A. Ministry for Foreign sad interzonal Trade 

In Jtowaber 1930 the presently existing Ministry for Foreign and 
Inter zonal Trade (Jtialsteritw ffuer Ausnen-und laaeahsadel-MAl) mo established 
to assume the foreign trade functions of the tamer Mnietry for Foreign 
Trade and Material Supply . (This latter alaiotry had been ia existence 
since the establisteest off the Oenaan Omocratic Republic in October 1S*9 
when the functions off the Soviet Military AAaiaistnAion ia SeraasDsy (SVfta) 
ve:re transferred to the East Gcraan goveiment . Wider SFJM5 control the 
natioarali action off foreign trade had been initiated through the creation off 
a saiaber off state ftoreigo. trade enterprises, the first four off which were 
established in April 19^9. Prior to this tJae foreign trade operationc had 
been carried out chiefly by private ffiess and by Gross Berlin, the Isfcra- 
Oersaau Tssada Mcociatloa which mo created in April 1S&8 sad whoee stockholders 
were various industrial enterprises. ) The ministry is responsible for the 
fowmlatiCM of foreign trade policies and for the preparation and execution 
Off export -lajKort plans, all within the framework off the overall economic 
policies and plans established by the State Pl a nnin g Ccssaisaica under the 
Council off Ministers, the ministry directs end a&aisisters the assy state 
orsenimtiojio corapedsiais the foreign trade network sad controls the activities 
off private liras involved ia trade activities. The ministry also conducts 
Intergovemaental negotiations on foreign trade matters, prepares trad® 
contracts and agraewata and controls their f alff l lla eot. Other important 
functions off the ministry include direction off custoas argons and foreign 
trade transport -forwarding organisations , studies off serfeetiag possibilities 
in foreign countries, organisation off trade fairs and exhibitions, find the 
training, selection and placement off per so n ne l in the foreign trade system 
both domestically and abroad. 
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There is a foreign Exchange : section (Qrugpe Valuta ) which devises and 
coordinates the foreign exchange plan, for the ministry and its various 
foreign trade organisations . Other departments and sections Include the 
following: Personnel, Organisation and Mechaalaatlou, Labor, Qemml 
Adalaiatretioa, Protocol, and Business Trip*. These various mala departments, 
and sections exercise control sad guidance concerning every aspect of 
foreign trade activity and advise (but cannot direct) the sain adadnistra- 
tloos concerning various assures to ensure the fulfillment of trade plans. 

B. Foreign Trad® Enterprises 

The foreign trade enterprises are the operating units ia the foreign, 
trade system and carry out export and import asaignaents ia the specific 
category of goods for which each ia responsible. There are currently two 
types of state foreign trade enterprises operating ia East Germany: (l) the 
specialised foreign trade enterprise — the People's Owned Foreign Trade 
■Enterprise for German Xaport and ibeport Trade (YaLteeigraew Aussenhsadel - 
unteroeteaea, Deutsche lumen -und Aussenhandel «« YEH-BIA or AffiJ-KIA) and 
(2) the Associations with Limited liability (Gesellschaften sit bwschraeafcter 
Seftung -Gb&H 

The Dlft’s see independent juridical persons, operating on the principle 
of economic accountability, with monopoly rights to- carry out export and 
import operations in fields assigned to them. Although, these enterprises 
are financed by the state budget and in all sphere® of activity are 
responsible to Use Ministry for Foreign Trade, the state is not responsible 
for their financial obligations . 

Tie Gaffi 1 a operate on the heals of lass governing the organisation and 
activity of such associations; they cure financed through shores told by 
their members, i,e., the nationalised iadurtrial enterprises, and as sue* 
are owned by the state, with any profits earned accruing to the State 
budget. It was not until January 1956 that Bast Germany established its 
first &abfi's to assume trade responsibilities for commodity groups 
previously handled by the BIA ' a. By aid«l<?58 there were eleven feibH's, as 
compared with twelve Bid's, in operation. Prior to this time, the Bid’s

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were almost solely responsible for foreign trade, hand3to& all imparts sad 
$8.2 percent of exports by 1952 . 

Control by the state la broader In the OmtH, because representatives 
of Industrial, financial and social organisations actually participate in 
their direction. Bevcrtheless, a major reason for the changeover from MA'* 
■to QabH's to East Germany has allegedly been to make the trade, organisations 
more palatable to western liras by giving them aoae of the characteristics 
of private fixes. Although the rationale behind the transformation in 
orjisanisatioaal structure Is not entirely clear, it to apparent that the 
plans and activities of both the enterprise® and the associations ere fully 
incorporated to the state eccoonle program and, as such, are basically quite 
similar. 

Although the JSftto Mid GanbH ! s handle all Imports and a preponderance 
of exports, a variety of other organisations, oore private in nature, 
nr-yrrMra*? to be useful in foreign trade activities because of their long- 
established contacts with Western ssarkets . As specified in the Lav of 9 
January 1958 concerning trade procedures, export contracts fear certain 
Gcssaadtties nay be concluded with partners to the capitalist economic area 
by state -owned enterprises and enterprises of a corresponding status, 
enterprises of the Association of German Coosuaers' Cooperatives, private 
enterprises with a state participation, handicraft production cooperatives 
and independent industrial enterprises . All export, as veil as tosport 
contracts, however, suet be made -within tee txmmark of the state foreign 
trade plan and with the prior approval of the Ministry for Foreign and 
Interzonal Trade.

In addition to supplying them with foreign 
market luforimtiwi, tte Ctemter organises trade fairs in test Germany and 
images GBR ea&lMts ate telega-ticns to foreign fair®* Vsm CteJ&er handles 
the sscare technical problem arising in foreign trite, such os patents. 
Forking® control, certification end doews^ntetion for export#, ate q$mwt$om 
regarding cuatems and tariffs * Finally, it imXutaim mi Arbitration 
Gcsmission for tte settlement of disputes arising in foreign trade trans~

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Is entrusted with the task. of organizing and. executing the international 
fair* held In Leipzig. Established in 1950, the F&ir Office is under the 
jurisdiction of the Chamber for Foreign trade. Between fairs, it publishes 
and distributes trade arid cooroodity literature . 

The Foreign trade Advertising Association ( Aageohuadelgvfcrbetaeell - 
ncfaaft ta.b.h **** Berlin C2, Bresdafirstrasse 3^) was established in July 
1957 to arrange the exchange of advertising with foreign countries and to 
sasnufiaeture advertising materiel. It has been reported that the Advertising 
Association will replace the Advertising and Fair Department of the Chamber 
for Foreign Trade. 

The Gem® Institute for Market Research ( Deutsches Institut fuer 
Mhrltfoygctesag — Berlin S-8, Elara-Setllnstrsasee 112) was established in 
December 1952 and remained a deyartiaent of the Oernau Institute for 
Econcraies (Deutocfcsc wirtsebaftsinstitut -- KIM) until 195& when it me 
transferred to the Ministry for Foreign and Interzonal Trade. It is an 
iaifependent Juridical perse® charged mainly with preparing market and price 
.analyse® for the guidance of the Ministry is its trade activities. 

2 . Transportation services — Until recently there were two aajor East 
iGema flras enajged in providing transportation facilities for foreign 
'trade activities : visa Beutraaa Internationale speflltloa (Oer ssa Transport, 
International Forwarding Establishment -- • Berlin S-5k, Brunneaatrasse 
188-190) which, after its establisteaent on 1 January 195k as a replacenent 
fear Derutra, the Gerumi-Ruaslsn Transport Cmpeay, wa® placed under the 
aujmrvisioa of the Ministry for Foreign and Interzonal Trade and ssade 
responsible for farw&rdiog all export, import, and transit traffic t and, 

Beefrochten (Keutfracht-Geanma Office for Sea, Freight— 
Berlin $-8, Charlottenstraose 50) which had. been established cm 27 

1957 and, under the Ministry's supervision, acted as freight 
broker and shipping agent for the sea transport of foreign trade and for 
the Bast German sarcanfeile fleet. As of 1 January 1959 these two enterprises 
were «r©ed into VSB Deutrans Interaatioaalg Sgcflltion usd Befrachtung 
(Beutrans -International Forwarding and Freight Agency — Berlin »-5k, 

Bruazseao trasse X 88 - 190 ). 
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3 . Insurance and. control agents — The first Bast German organisation for 
isawrias, foreign trade transport was established to Best Berlin, la BecesSber 
195 ?. tto ms firm, the Bast Getoea Foreign and Reinsurance Company 
(Deutsche Aus lands - m& itoeckverstchening AG) replaced the Bast Gerasn 
subsidiary of the Soviet Black Sea and Baltic Joint Stock Insurance Contga^- 
UlJ&m&imu VerBlchet^aagg-fAtlenaegellsch flft "Schyartpeer uadOgtsee; }. 

$bes user reportedly holds a 30 percent interest in the new company of which 
the Bast Serosa shareholders are ‘the Chamber for Foreign Trade, the Bast 
Geisa&a Insurance Caapany (Deutsche Veralcl«r^«tgsan rtalt ) , several foreign 
trade organisations, Bgutfracbt, and Peutrans . The Soviet Black Sea and 
Battle Company la supposed to represent the Sovlet-lhet German insurance 
or.iani nation la all Soviet Bloc countries. 

The Merchandise Acceptance Ansociatlon (OeutgcM V aran-Ahrahtte^cell'- 
acn»ft a.b.B . » Berlin V- 8 , tjjfcer den Linden hO-l»rA) was established In April 
1953 upon the suggestion of the Cheater for Foreign Trade, and operates 
under the general supervision of this group. The Mh perform supervisory 
mi& control functions with regard to Manufacturing methods for aactoinery’ 
end eyirLpaentj quantity, <juality, and weight checks on export and import 
goods j and analyses of cawodlty aastplee. Quality teats are s»de in 
cooperation with the testing departments of the Germ® Office for the Testing 
of Materials and Merchandise (tot fuer Jtaterial-un d Varanprtaefuaa) and the 
Gerasa Office for heights and Misuses (Deutsches tot fuer Has a-uad Oewlcbt). 
The Bud ® network of branch offices throughcsit last Germany and 

has rapreseatafclves throughout the world to act as contacts with local 
ccatrol firms. It has been reported that as a subE 5 .ldiG.ry function the 
h 8 B been instraaental la procuring imports of strategic or embargoed good® 
fj-oa the Free world. 

1. Banking Institutions — In February 1956 the Geraaa Trade Bank (Peutsgbe 
a. n/uir.Twtni. AQ, Berlin W- 8 , Otto-Buschke-Straese 19-50) was established to 
assume part of the financial-technical tasks associated with foreign trade. 
Previously the Gersstra Bank of Issue tPeut&che Botehbank ). had handled all 
f weigh trade financial arrangement s in addition to Its other functions a® 
tlie state bank of Best Germany. 
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■ The Trade Bank, though established and controlled by the Best Oermmn 
go«ra«iit^ 1* A doint-^took company and is Intended to appear to be a 
^c^d*prlvste organisation* It was established to handle the financing of 
foreign trade with those Western countries kaovm to be ' politically 
un<iy^pethetic ' to the Bast regime and In which business had to be 

transacted through private banking institutions, The Bank of Issue* 
toever, retained responsibility for dealing with countries whose state 
banks had signed financial agreements with it, or which were otherwise 
willing to deal with it* Since May m& the Trade Bank has also had full 
reapoiiBibility for the exchange of foreign currency for travellers to 
gaist Germany* The control of foreign currency as a whole, however, has 
reisained a fwmttm of the Bank of Issue and tbs Trade Bank la rapirad 
to mke regular imports to it concerning foreign currency transactions. 
Tbsugh the precise division of activities between the two banks is unclear, 
it does appear that the Trade Bank,, even at its* initiation* was limited 
in authority* There toe been indications that its responsibilities have 
since been further restricted with the Bank of Issue resting seme of the 
functions originally" included in the Trad© Bsnk T e charter. 

5. Trade enterprises involved in. Illegal trade ~~ In past years several 
f liras, usually subordiamte to- the Central Committee of the Socialist 
Unity (Coraanlst) Party (8SD) and not directly affiliated with the Ministry 
far foreign end Interac^ssl Trade, have been active in the pcoc^mm&t of 
strategic ox embargoed goods froti Western countries. These fteas as a 
rule would suspire hard currencies by selling desirable (so called bard ) 
eosssodities to Western firm®, or by acting as middlemen la procuring goods 
from the wrest for profitehle resale to Boland, Chechoslovakia and other 
Satellites for tod currencies . Sard currencies ac^pired would. In turn, 
be used either fox preparing strategic commodities In tbs Meet or to sup- 
port Ocwunlst parties operating in Western countries *
